Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments were not convincing. 
Applicant's experiments do not demostrate that the results were truly new AND unexpected; applicant only alledges the superior results 
were unexpected. Assertions are not evidence. As to the further assertion that MPEP 2144.05 requires that the ranges "must' overlap or 
lie inside the prior art ranges before obviousness exists: examiner could find no such requirement. The plain reading of MPEP 2144.05 is 
that when there is overlap or lieing within, then a prima facie case exists. SUch is sufficient but not necessary. The outstanding 
objection of the claims is withdrawn. As to Antos: it does not matter that Antos does not teach all of the claimed features - the rejection 
is based on a combination of references, not ANtos alone.. 
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
